BYU  this  spring. 

Thesis  submitted  for  the  M.A. 
degree  was  a tone  poem  for  or- 
chestra and  chorus  entitled 
“Choral  Movement,  Joy,”  and  is 
believed  to  be  the  first  composi- 
tion accepted  for  filling  the  re- 
quirement at  any  Utah  college  or 
university.  The  libretto  was  writ- 
ten by  Jon  Beck  Shank,  young 
eastern  poet  of  “Mormon”  an- 
cestry. 

Mr.  Gates  has  accepted  the  ap- 
pointment at  BYU  with  the  pro- 
vision that  he  be  given  a leave 
of  absence  as  soon  as  possible, 
probably  this  fall,  to  go  to  the 
Eastman  School  of  Music,  Ro- 
chester, N.  Y.,  to  study  toward  a 
Ph.  D.  degree  in  music.

Former  Y Teacher 
Outlines  Second 
Life  In  Assembly 

Eugene  L.  Roberts,  professor  of 
physical  education  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Southern  California 
and  former  director  of  athletics 
at  Brigham  Young  University 
spoke  Thursday  morning  at  the 
regular  student-body  assembly  in 
the  Smith  Auditorium. 

Professor  Roberts  stated  that  if 
he  had  his  life  to  live  over  he 
would  elect  to  raise  in  a rural 
community  a family  of  eight. 

He  stressed  the  importance  of 
learning  a couple  of  interesting, 
all-absorbing  hobbies  to  offset 
the  strain  of  everyday  life  and 
said  that  he  would  choose  to  learn 
well  two  musical  instruments, 
first  the  piano  then  one  other. 

Intercollegiate  athletics  must  be 
“divorced  from  Main  street  hys- 
teria and  business  influence”  and 
returned  again  to  the  students  of 
the  schools,  stated  Professor  Rob- 
erts. There  exists,  today,  he  as- 
serted, “an  unholy  and  immoral 
accent  on  victory.” 

He  pleaded  for  those  who  find 
the  problems  of  life  too  difficult 
at  times  not  to  seek  escape  from 
reality  in  liquor,  drugs,  or  por- 
nographic literature,  but  in  some 
sort  of  creative  activity— either  m 
some  one  of  the  creative  arts,  or 
simply  in  promoting  worthwhile 
things  and  causes  for  others.

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Something  We  May  Be  Missing 

All  of  us  who  are  furtunate  enough  to  enter  college  no 
doubt  recall  some  of  the  elusions  we  had  before  enrolling  in 
this  institution  of  higher  learning.  One  concept  we  had  con- 
cerned the  strictly  collegiate  "bull  session",  but  we  found  con- 
spicuous  absence  of  these  get-to-gethers. 

Before  entering  the  Y we  thought  that  his  was  one  phase 
of  college  life  hat  was  a "must"  on  any  campus  that  claimed 
inroads  to  higher  fearning,  but  we  were  truly  disheartened  to 
find  that  there  were  no  frat  houses  or  meeting  places  where 
one  could  compare  notes,  exchange  ideas,  or  sound  off  with 
what  little  practical  knowledge  he  had. 

The  term  "bull  session",  as  comonly  used  in  the  service 
forces,  usually  refers  to  any  group  of  persons  who  discuss 
topics  of  relative  importance,  big  and  small.  These  discussions 
however,  generally  slipped  to  the  lowest  common  denominator 
and  generally  centered  around  sex;  women,  and  the  latest 
commode  communiques  regarding  troop  movements.  Even  so, 
one  could  get  a liberal  education  whenever  the  discussions  were  | 
related  to  geography,  politics,  and  philosophy.  One  couldn't  | 
help  but  add  to  his  knowledge  of  the  world  and  its  people  j 
while  being  tossed  about  in  -a  mixture  of  races,  cultures/  and  j 
personalities. 

At  Young  University  there  doesn't  seem  to  be  much  to  talk  j 
about.  It's  not  that  these  sort  of  things  are  outlawed,  because 
every  student  is  just  as  free  to  banty  words  and  ideas  around 
as  the  next  fellow,  for  there  is  an  atmosphere  here  that  quietly 
invites  it. 

Ordinarily  these  college  "bull  sessions"  hinge  on  subjects 
of  theory  and  personal  experience,  and  this  leaves  an  opening 
for  left-wing  thinking.  At  the  Y,  however,  there  doesn't  seem  to 
be  any  body  of  persons  who  lean  left,  but  there  is  a radical 
element  (Jack  Mormons)  that  attempt  to  justify  it's  actions  by 
calling  attention  to  the  faults  of  the  church  and  its  leaders. 

The  closest  thing  the  Y has  to  offer  to  supplement  the 
"bull  session"  is  the  academically-formal  religous  and  social 
science  seminars.  The  BYsers  and  the  International  Relations 
Club  are  on  that  order  too,  and  we  might  add  that  some  in- 
formal fireside  chats  help  some.  All  of  these  organizations  come 
fairly  close  to  what  we  think  should  cultivate  creative  thinking. 

We  seriously  approach  this  subject  because  we  firmly 
believe  that  we  are  not  progressing  to  the  fullest  extent  with- 
out being  able  to  express  ourselves  without  fear  of  being  rep- 
rimanded. There  is  bound  to  be  some  opposition  to  our  way 
of  thinking,  but  we  feel  confident  that  any  subject  we  pursue 
honestly  will  not  destroy  our  values  or  prevert  our  standards. 

For  many  of  us,  college  will  be  our  only  chance  to  play 
freely  with  ideas  without  fear  of  being  branded  "crack-pots". 
It  is  one  of  the  few  places,  for  instance,  where  a newspaper 
can  virtually*  print  anything  it  deems  worthwhile  so  long  as  it 
doesn’t  border  on  vulgarity  and  deliberate  slander.  It  is  one  of 
the  few  places  left  where  we  can  collectively  praise,  criticise, 
and  ponder  and  at  the  same  time  feel  at  home. 

This  is  our  last  chance  to  capitalize  on  a prize  American 
gift — good  old  objective  “bull  sessions".
